In  1934  1  ohanoed  upon  a  oopy  of  your  reosnt  book  THS  PARDLB  FAMILY 
IN  AMERICA,  In  the  Newberry  Library,  Chloago,  I  had  boon  working  for  some 
tlaa  on  ay  mother's  Una  and  waa  graatly  Interest'd  to  find  tha  whola  Una 
worked  out  down  to  Peter  Pardaa  (4C3)  and  ay  aothar,  Malvina  Amanda,  hit 
only  child.

Attached  hereto  le  a  record  of  tha  expanding  Una  fro  a  ay  mother 
down  to  tha  present.  This  hae  been  oorraated  end  verified  to  a  vary  re¬ 
cent  data.  My  father,  who  la  atlll  living  with  wind  perfeotly  dear,  hoa 
aided  no  in  tha  earlier  parta  of  the  record. 

Tha  raoord  in  your  book  oonoarning  Pater  (423)  la  lnoorreot  In  two 
parti oula re .  Hla  wife,  my  mother'*  mother,  waa  Sophia  Row*  Phllllpa,  not 
on*  Bogga.  After  Feter'a  death  tha  widow  narriod  (8)  Bogga  and  (3)  Will law 
Polmantesr.  we  always  knew  her  a*  ■Orandma  Polmantser*  Secondly,  Pater 
waa  not  burned  to  death  but  died  of  Plauriay.  (aa*  note*  in  ay  raoord)  Ha 
died  long  before  ay  time,  and  I  never  heard  af  Bogga,  whoa  aha  married 
until  I  wrote  to  ay  father  about  it  laat  year.  He  sled  that  Bogga,  whom 
aha  married  not  so  Irery  long  aftsr  Pater' a  death,  proved  to  ba  a  worthless 
fallow  and  aueh  addiotad  to  tha  Demon  Rum,  and  ah*  literally  ‘threw  him 
out*  and  was  so  ashaaad  of  aver  having  had  anything  to  do  with  him  that 
tha  Blatter  was  never  mentioned  in  tha  family* 

Six  af  mother's  ten  ©hildren  are  atlll  living  and  there  ara  probably 
soma  vital  statistics  too  reosnt  for  mo  to  have  included  herein.  Z  know  of 
ana  birth  and  ana  marriage  sine#  my  draft  was  prap&rad.  However,  as  a  gene¬ 
alogy  is  never  finished  this  lint  will  probably  oontlnu*  to  expand  for  an 
Indefinite  period.  If  further  data  oomee  my  way  I  will  occasionally  bring 
this  down  to  data. 

This  is  baing  sent  you  at  tha  earnest  urging  of  the  librarian  of 
tha  Burton  Historical  Beotion  of  tha  Datrolt  Public  Library,  who  ohanoed 
to  learn  that  I  waa  working  it  out,  8ha  also  urged  that  copies  ba  sent 
te  other  libraries  aa  noted  below.
